Causes Explosion in Quincy, Mis-
sissippi Powder Mines.

FOURTEEN BOXES EXPLUDED

One Man Killed and Several Injured
and Mining Shaft is Badly Dam-
aged and Number of Miners
Buried in Debris.

HOUGHTON, Miss, Dec, 6 —Reécause
n Finnish miner was carelesa with
his lamp, ona man, Willinm Goggin,
wne kiled and three others, Dennis
Shen, John Sullivan and John Hand-
loy, were Injured at the Quiney mine
a8t nlght. Shea cannot live,

Tho miner was splitting powder In
his hand whep hot grense fell from
the lamp, firlng It. He became fright-
ened, and dropped the powder, burn-
ing, Into n hox of powder which was
fired and cnught fourteen other boxes,
The explosion killed Goggin and threw
shea nnd Sulllvan down the shaft
tn the twenty-third level,

The shaft 1s badly damaged, from
the elghteenth to the twenty-fourth
lovel and operatlons are necossarily
held up. Resculng parties had great
dimeulty In bringing up the suffocat-
ing miners. Forty men of the night
shift had gone down just befure tho
exploslon, It v not known how many

are yet down,

VOTE WAS A SUSPRISE

Resolutions Introduced Relative
to Lumber Trade of the
Country.

INVESTIGATEHARRIMANSYSTEM

Large Amount of Business Transacted

in Both Houses of Congress in
Which Investigations Have
Been Ordered.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 8§ —~The House
today by a vote of 110 for to 184
against, defented the bill introduced
by Representative Littlefleld of Ohlo,
providing for the removal of discrim-
inationn agtinst Ameriean vessels en-
gaged In the coastwise trade, The de-
bate raged for four hours and a half
and the vote was a surprise to the
friends of the measure, who openly

charged (ts defeat to the American
Federation of Labor, which has made
a strong fight agalnst the bl The
delegation from California, as well as
ropresentatives  from other western
states, saw In the bill an opportunity
to file n protest against restricting
the rights of states to deal with the
pllotnge questlon at first hand and
they avafled themselves of the oppor-
tunity to go on record.

Senator Kitterldge introduced a res-
olutlon In the Senate desiring an In-
vestigation by the Department of
Commerce and Labor into the lumber
trade of the country and to ascer-
tnin whether there i1s in exlstence n
trust or agreement among the deal-
ars,

The Senate today called upon the
President and Secretary of War to
furnigh all the Information compatible
with the publie interest regarding the
discharge of the negro troops at
Brownsville, Texas, Two résolutions
were adopted to accomplish this pur-
pose, one to the Presldent and the
other to the Secretary of War, Ac-
tlon on the reésolutions was followed
by n In which
the maerlts of the discharged soldiers
recelved attention, Benator Morgan
devoted two hours In his disecussion
of his resolution to sepure control
of the Panama rallroad by the Isthmus
canal,

A compromise on the ship subsidy
bill seems In sight. At a meeting of
the House committee on merchant
marine and flsheries today, Chalrman
Grogvenor suggested an amendment to
the Gallinger blll which limity sub-
sidles to the South Ameriesn and Orl-
ental {rade.

An appropriation by congress of at
least $50,000,000 annually for the im-
provement of rivers and harbors was
the key-note of speeches dellvered be-
fore the Natlonal Rivers and Havbors
Congress Loday,

Preliminary Steps to Investigate
Harriman System.

MEETING HELD WITHIN MONTH

Interstats Commerco Commission Has
Ordered an Investigation Growing
Out of Common Control of
8. P. and U. P. Roads.

WASHINGTON, Dec. §.—Prelimin-

ary steps incldental to the investiga-

tio of the relations between certain

ronds forming part of what Is known
as the Harrlman system, were taken
by the Interstate Commerce Commis-
sion today. Attorneys have been Te-
{ained and arrangements made for be-
ginning the hearings later in the
month, the exact date not having been
golected. Chalrman Knapp estimates
that it will take at least sixty days
to complete the Investigation.

The following statement was given
out by the commission: “The Inter-
state Commerce Commission today or-
dered an investigation of the rela-
tlons of the Unlon Pacific and the
gouthern Pacific systems, growing out
of their common management and con-
trol. Frank B, Kellogg and C. A.
geverance of St. Paul have been TFé-
{uined to take charge of the investl-
gations, which will extend from New
vYork to San Francisco, A conference
was held today between the commis-
gion and the counsel at which the
shject was fully discussed and con-
sidered, but the dates for hearing and
other detalls have not yet heen de-
termined.”

RAILROADS

Charges of Stealing Coal
Lands Reported.

To What Extent Public Officials
Involved Is Not Made

KNAPP'S MAKES STATEMENT

Report of Commission Will Cover Al
Railroads Engaged in the Trans-
portation of Coal and Engaged
in Mining Business.

WASHINGTON, Dec. §.—The Inter-
state Commerce Commission, which
was authorized by the Tillman-Gillis-
ple resolution to invesfigate the rela-
tions of the vartous rallroads with the
business of transportation, mining and
handling coal, will soon prepare its re-
port for submission to the present
seasion of congress. E. B Clark, who
has been Investigating the mehtods of
the Rio Grande Western, or Gould
lines in Coloradn, will return to
Washington tomorrow or Saturday
and the commission will then go
through the thousand pages of testi-
mony that have been taken and pre-
pare its report.

In an interview tonight, Chalrman
Knapp of the commission, called at-
tention to the fact that all the tes-
timony which had been gathered by
Commissioner Prouty on the coal land
operations of the Unlon Pacific sys-
tem was taken at public sessions and
fully published. “To what extent, if
at all,” sald Mr. Knapp, “the testl-
mony involves in any way members
of the United States Senate or other
public officials, I cannot say, as I have
had no opportunity to read It all, but
my bellef is that none of the semators
or public officials are implicated to
any euch extent as indicated” In a
publication today, Mr. Knapp said
there was no frictlon between the
commission and the interlor depart-
maont.

BUILD TO MOSCOW.

Extension to Lewiston and Clarkston
Probable.

SPOKANE, Wash, Dec. 8.—The
Spokane & Inland Flectrie Rallway s
to be extended from Palouse to Mos-
cow. The contract for the 15 miles
has been awarded to Grant Smith &
Co. of this elty, Tt fs expected the
line will be extended to Genesee, Lew-
{gton and Clarkston during the com-
ing year. While the amount of the
contract is withheld, it 1s belleved to
have been in the nelghborhood of
$200,000.

AGREEMENT REACHED.

SECURED VERDICT.

May Garlick Recovers $4,000 Damages

for Broken Leg.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—May Garlick,
an old time opera singer, who mar-
ried an Ttallan nobleman, the Marquis
de Feo, got a verdict of $4,000 in the
Supreme Court yesterday against the
Metropolitan Street Rallway Compa-
ny. She testified that 11 years 8go
as she was getting off a car she was
thrown backward, breaking her ankle
and suffering injuries which made It
impossible for her to pursue her stage
and operatic career.

CLIFTON FLOOD.

Loss by Flood to Tewn Close to One
Million Dollars.

MORENCI, Ariz., Dec. 6—The Clif-
ton flood damaged over half the town.
1t destroyed sixteen houses and ten
other bufldings and drowned between
fiftteen and twenty persons, mostly
Mexicans. The high water mark was
two feet higher than ever before. The
Cornado raflroad between Clifton and
Metcalf was almost entirely washed
out. Several Mexicans were shot for
looting. The smelter and works of
the Arlzona Coppér company Wwere
badly damaged. The Herald printing
office is a complete loss and the Hra
printing office is buried half In mud.
Nearly all the adobe bulldings In the
city collapsed, The damage Iz estl-
mated close to one rafilion dollars.
The town will now probably be moved
to higher ground.

BAILEY 15 ACCUSED

Attorney General Alleges Senator
Bailey Received Money.

MONEY RECEIVED AS A LOAN

Texas Senator Admits Having Re-
ceived Large Sums of Money, But
Not In His Official Capacity or
as Senator.

AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. §—In an ex-
tendad statement issued today, Sen-
ator Bailey answers the charges made
by State Attorney General Davidson,
that Balley recelved money from both
the Waters-Plerce and Standard Ofl
companies, through President H, Clay
Plerea for securing the readmission
of the Waters-Plerce Oll company in
this state, after it had besn ousted
gix vears ago. Balley admits having
recolved £15,000 from Plerce as charged
by Davidson. but declares It was a
loan and he returned it, He also ad-
mits having raceived $8,000 as a loan
from Plerce. He gave Plerce hls note
for this, but the note has heen lost,
but Balley haz an acknowladgement
in writing of the satisfactlon of the
loan. Balley says when he asked Da-
vidson to show him documentary evi-
dence to back his (Davidson's) asser-
tions, Davidson answered he would not
do so unless Balley would say that
he never recelved money from H. C.
Plerce, Balley says Davidson knew
it was impossible for Balley to com-
ply with such an Impossible condition.

He saya Davidson must have known
then that Bailey had already stated In
his speeches that he had been em-
ployed by Plerce In many transactlons
as his attorney, for which services
Pierce pald him, Balley pronounces
the papers in Davidson's possession as

being forgeries and daclares he never,

acted ns an attorney for the Waters-
